Dr. Crandall Says He Was Men- 
tally Affected From Early Life. 


MOTHER'S USE -OF ALCOHOL. 
Effigy Made in’: me Huag in the 
Belfry of the Jail Had a Grim 
Meaning for the Accused. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
| UNION, Mo., Jan, 23.—To-day marks a 
| week’s inning for the defense in the trial 
of Arthur Duestrow. The disagreeable rain 
which had been falling all night subsided 
this morning into a steady drizzle, which 
delayed even Judge Hirzel, and Court did 
‘not convene until a féw mintités arter 9. 
| Duestrow sat near the rafling of the bar 
and assumed an air of indifference which 
made him appear to be an idle spectator. 

Dr. Joseph P. Fitzpatrick, formerly a 
Dispensary physician in St. Louis, was the 
first witness called. He had known Dues- 
trow four years ago at the Missouri Med- 
ical College and then met him again in the 
City Jail. Witness had not paid any special 
attention te Duestrow before March 2 last. 
At that time he visited the jail every day 
to attend the prisoners and at Gov, John- 
son’s request coupled with a fee of $25 he 
began observing Duestrow. Booms that time 
up to the present Dr, Fitzpatrick said he 
had only received aeiere fee of $3 with 
no promise of further compensation. 

Witness said he thought Duestrow was 
insane from the expression in his eyes and- 
on his features. At first he thought, from 
Duestrow’s numerous delusions, that he 
was feigning inganity, but an observation 
extendingover several days thoroughly con- 
vinced him that Duestrow was mentally un- 
balanced.

When questioned about statements made 
by certain American and English writers 
on insanity Dr. Bauduy said: 

“The English and American authors are 
lamentably and disgracefully ignorant in 
regard to all phystological inquiry, in com- 
parison with German, French and Italian 
authors.’’

The belated passengers of train No. 21, 
Indianapolis and St. Louis express, from 
New York City, which was wrecked a mile 


}east of South Charleston, 0O., Wednesday

Another fatal catastrophe must be 
charged to municipal official negligence.

In- 
spection after the catastrophe showed 
that the building was unfit for occupan- 
cy and was a menace even under ordin- 
ary circumstances to all who were com- 
pelled to-be in it or near it. No special 
expertness was required to detect the 
danger in the building. 

Chief Swingléy sdyS if the building 
had been sound not*a™“widn “would have 
been. killed, but that it was miserably 
constructed. Capt. Evans says it was 
one of the rottenest buildings he ever 
saw. The weakness of the structure 
was known long before the fire occurred. | 
St. Louis has a building inspection 
law. But Building Commissioner Ran- 
dall states that he does not believe the 
building was ever inspected by a city in- 
spector. His excuse is the same old ex- 
cuse that served for the Third street ex- 
plosion and has served for every disas- 
trous result of official negligence—the 
lack of means and men. He says ie has 
not inspectors enough to do the work, 
The Post-Dispatch would be glad to 
know if there is one department in the 
municipal government equipped for effec- 
tive work; if there is one department 
which does its work and one city ordi- 
nance for the protection of the public 
which ts properly enforeed. One efficient 
department and ene enforeed protective 
ordinance would be an excuse for main- 
taining departments that do nothing 
and inspectors who do not inspect.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2%.—The 
speech of Senator Dubois of Idaho, deliv- 
ered in the Senate to-day, in addition to ad- 
yocating the passing of the free coinage 
substitute for the bond bill, outlined the 
position of Republican Senators in the silver 
States. 

The Senator said that while he cheerfully 
greeted Populist votes in the Senate for 
free silver, he could not accept the Popu- 
list leadership, that party being irrevocably 
committed to flat money with unlimited 
inflation.

‘pocket borough,’ not entitled to considera- 
tion at your hands, and the inference is 
that it is peopled by a class of men who 
are a perpetual shock to the refined and 
virtuous East. The meanest and most vin- 
dictive of the newspapc¢ s which attack the 
giver men are published in New York City, 
where for four scgre years the worst ele- 
ments of our foreign immigration have 
found a lodgment, and where there have 
been more scandals in connection with their 

city government and elections than in any 
other spot in our country.’

The Underwriters Not Perturbed 
by the Aloe Building Fire. 


NOF THE ONLY DEATH-TRAP. 


Fire Chiefs Point Out Cther Structures 
Where a Blaze Might Result in 
a Tragedy. 


After the fire of Tuesday night it was 
rumored that a meeting of the Board of 
Fire Underwriters had been called to con- 
sider the raising of fire insurance rates on 
account of the large number of costly fires 
that have occurred in’ St. Louis since last 
Christmas. President Waterworth of the 
was asked about the rumor Dy a4 
Post-Dispatch reporter and also about the 
matter of inspection of insecure buildings. 


“There is no intention of raising the 
rates,’ said President Waterworth. ‘“rhere 
is no reason for it. There have been some 
rather large and disastrous fires this year, 
but they have been reasonably well handled 
and the loss has not been very great. in 
fact this year has been the most prosperous 
for the Underwriters for a long period. 
There has not been even @ suggestion of 
raising the rates.” 

“As a result of the collapse of the Aloe 
ware, | will the inspection of buildings 
by the Underwriters be made more rigid’ 

“No, there will be no change. In the 
matter of old buildings, our inspec- 
tors can examine only with reference to 
their safety from fire. It rests with the 
city to ascertain the stability of these build- 
ings. Where new buildings are erected our 
inspection ineludes both features.” 

Inquiry by a Post-Dispatch reporter devel- 
oped the existence of an alarming numiber of 
death-traps in St. Louis, some of them with- 
out any means of escape for the inmates in 
case of fire. Several of these are adjacent to 
the ruins of the Aloe Company Building. 

Fire Chief -Charles Swingley and Assist- 
ant Chief Eugene Grogs of the Fire Depart- 
ment declare that the construction of some 
of the buildings in 8¢ Louis betray criminal 
disregard for human life. Both officials had 
worked unremittingly for eighteen hours and 
were at headquarters in the No. 12’s engine- 
house discussing the tragedy of Tuesday 
night when seen by a Post-Dispatch re~, 
porter. 

“The number of~such death-tra in 
Louis cannot be estimated,” said Chiet 
Swingley. ‘*They are particularly. plentiful 
east of Fourth street, and because no man 
not a competent inspector can tell whether 
a building is secure we take our lives ‘in 
our hands whenever called upon to fight fire 
in a building not of recent construction. Al- 
ready weak from faulty construction, these 
structures have been further weakened by 
alterations _ reconstruction without prop- 
er precaution t “ty them.

Of course, it would be impossible for 
him to supervise that work now on account 
of the growth of the city.” 

Chief Swingley was asked what system of 
inspection should be adopted to guard 
asy nig ce catastrophes as that of Tues- 

“In the first place,”’ said he, “the building 
inspectors should be competent builders. No 
one not a practical builder can tell whether 
a building is safe. Then when a building 
is‘ found that ig insecure, the Fire 
Department should be at once notified, so 
that the firemen would take no undue risks 
if called to fight fire in that building. Every 
building in St. Louis should be. inspected in 
that way. Had the quilding on Broadway 
been properly inspected, this tragedy would 
never have occurred. As it was, no one 
suspected that the building was a death- 
trap. Until the collapse came, the fire had 
been insignificant. ‘It had’ not been strong 
enough to eat away the floors of a building 
even ordinarily safe. Therefore there was 
no reason to suspect that the floors would 
fall. After they fell was when the fire 
came. The splintered debris fed the em- 
bers that remained‘and the place went up 


like a flash. 

“When the men w buried all attention 
Was turned to sav them. The streams 
the place was to. drown the victims. They 
were talking to us, and telling us to take 
care or we would drown them. Under these 
circumstances our first duty was to them.” 

Supt. Silas Benedict of the Fire Alarm 
and Police Telegraph, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the building Was one of many 
similar death-traps in St. Louis that have 
for ears threatened firemen. 

hese buildings have been altered and re- 
paired,” said Mr. Benedict, oo they are 
nothing but shells. Beams and rafters are 
removed with startling carelessness, headers 
are removed from the ends of beams in 
changing staircases and the like, and new 
headers spiked on, until it is a wonder that 
nine out of ten of these buildings do not 
collapse of their own weight.’’ 

In fighting the Aloe Company fire the de- 
partment was impeded by overhead wires 
as never before. Along almost the entire 
front of the building the wires were strung, 
heavy cables of wires. Streams were 
necessarily directed from the street, and as 
they struck the wire rampart, they were 
divided into three or four separate streams 
until they reached the flames in fine spray, 
which was totally ineffectual. 

Supervisor Andrew J. O'Reilly of electric 
lighting stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the wires were an almost irresistible 
barrier to the firemen, Jeaving out of con- 
sideration the danger from them that over- 
took two of the. men Who were badly 
shocked.
